Attempts have been made in certain quarters 
to discredit the sincerity of China's overtures for 
perce, and to question the extent of the powers 
with which Me Detring was fnvested' on his 
recent talsston to Japan, | But on unimpeachable 
authority from the North, and from a source 
which cannot be questioned, we have bad 
evidence afforded us which leaves no doubt of 
the genulneness of the efforts China bas made fo 
bring shout a cessation of the/present disastrous 
quarrel, Reports from Japanese sources have 
characterised Mr. Detring's credentlats as insufii- 
cient, but the Japanese government by attemptlog 
to fgoore them, were acting 1a a manner conteary 
ta all diplomatic usage. The reason of this 
attempt, however, pretly obvious, Japan's 
ndvisérs belleve that thelr demands—however 
preposterous——will ha¥e.‘a belter chance of 
success if the Mikado's forces are in possession 
of Moukden and other strategical positions, and 
rothing was further from their wish than ¢- 
discusa terms of peace, even with the foost 
exalted Chinese cffi:ial. The demand for a» 
Chinese envoy, which has been made, conslder- 
ing the facts of the case, was wholly dnwat- | 
ranted, x : 

So tar back as the end of October the Taungli 
Yamén_ desired to enter into negotiations for 
peace, dnd accordingly they asked the United 
States Minlster ff he could hem. It was 
polnted out that in one of the treatles the 
United States government undettock tq use 
its friendly offices abould China have difficultles 
with. any other country, The United States 
Min{ster was {invited to the Yaméa and from 
Prince Kung he recelved a request for his 
country's flendly ‘ald in the settlement of the 
difficu'ty ‘with Japan.

: CHEMULPO, November 20'h, 

The Korean Prince who was sent as ambae- 
sador to Japan to return the call of the Marquis 
Salonji retarned two days ago with 99 packages, 
which namber Included four foreign stoves. He 
also brought with him « pony present from 
(he Mikado, One person at least will rejoice, 
and that is bis father, 1¢ da said that. every day 
the King sent a telegvam to Japan asking.him to 
retarn at once, but, as they had to pass through 
the Japanese Legation it Is extremely doubtfol 
if al any, of them'’were despatched from the 
peninsoia, ‘ : 

The Tonghsks sre now giving material for 
gossip, Of the Japanese force which was sent 
to disperse them a number have: been killed, 
one report stating 300 were slain, What the 
exact number is we do not know, bot ft [sat 
least m hundred, The Korean soldies. who 
accompanted the Japanese force, with. the 
exception of about a handred, refused to fight 
the Tonghaks when they arrived at Chyoung- 
chyeng-do and the Japanese were obliged 
to ret alone. They. proceeded to seize 
tome of the Tonghak leaders, and. one of 
them was beheaded by the Japanese. This 
proved to be “the Inst straw," and that ‘nl; ht 
at a place called Yelchyou, 7o Japanese. were 
killed, and at two or three other places 
smaller numbers were disposed of. There are now 
withia the walls of Kongchyow the capltal of 
the province of Chyangchyeng about 4c0 
Japanese who darq not venture out. wotl! the 
expected reinforcementu artlve. Four nights 
ago a body of about twenty went out under 
cover of darkness to see how affiirs stood, and 
of theso ten were killed, Matters are very 
verlous for the Japanese, and the driving of the 
Chinese out of Korea {a not the most difficalt of 
thelr tasks, It ty rep:rted on good authority 
that Count Inouye was tn despair at the state in 
which he found matters on bis arrival, chiefly 
caused by the bullying pollcy of bis predecessor. 
The Koréan Government aascnts to everything 
but dees ‘nothing, and it {s far more difficult to 
undo the harm than it was to cause It, 

Tho Kanghoa toops came down as far as 
Chemulpo' on thelr way to fight the Tonghaks. 
Not baylog any untform.they borrowed that of 
the naval students, and we bad the. curious | 
spectacle of a body of solciers in naval uoiform, 
They did ‘not get farther than Chemulpo, how.
